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MARKET  REVIEW 

Negotiations  to  settle  the  East  Coast  and  Gulf  longshoremen's  strike 
continue  but  to  date  the  issues  have  not  been  resolved.  Unless  a  settle- 
ment is  reached  before  8p.m.  on  December  19  >  the  employees  will  be 
free  to  resume  their  walkout. 

During  the  last  strike,  dockworkers  at  East  Coast  and  Gulf  ports  were 
out  from  December  23,  196Z  until  January  26,  1963.  During  both  No- 
vember and  December  of  1962  physical  deliveries  of  sugar  were  about 
50,000  tons  higher  than  estimated  consumption  and  during  January  1963 
were  at  a  level  that  increased  invisible  stocks  another  100,000  tons. 

With  domestic  beet  sugar  processors  having  marketed  ail  but  366,000 
tons  of  their  1964  quota,  it  is  apparent  that  any  increase  in  invisible 
stocks  by  users  during  November  and  December  will  be  from  cane  sugar 
refiners.  The  possibility  of  a  continuation  of  the  dock  strike  with  the 
additional  factor  of  favorably  priced  contracts  with  refiners  during  the 
balance  of  the  year  would  indicate  a  high  rate  of  deliveries  by  refiners 
during  the  last  two  months  of  1964.  During  November-December  1962 
refiners'  deliveries  totaled  1,131,000  tons  and  beet  sugar  deliveries 
409,000  tons,  43,000  tons  more  than  available  during  the  balance  of 
this  year . 

Refiners'  stocks  at  the  end  of  October  totaled  723,000  tons,  a  reduc- 
tion of  about  560,000  tons  from  the  quota  sugar  stocks  held  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year.  There  appears  to  be  sufficient  quota  sugar  avail- 
able to  refiners  during  November  through  December  19  to  maintain  the 
current  level  of  stocks  and  an  increased  rate  of  deliveries  to  permit  a 
build-up  of  invisible  stocks  by  users.  However,  a  considerable  quan- 
tity of  offshore  sugar  was  diverted  to  Gulf  ports  as  a  result  of  the  late 
start  of  Louisiana  sugar  production  and  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  a- 
mount  of  sugar  that  might  be  produced  from  that  crop. 

The  November  issue  of  the  Department's  Crop  Production  reported  a 
reduction  of  about  20  percent  in  Louisiana  sugarcane  production  from 
earlier  estimates  as  a  result  of  hurricane  damage .  Sugar  recovery 
from  sugarcane  will  be  considerably  lower  than  normal.  The  Louisiana 
industry's  estimate  of  500,000  tons  of  sugar  production  from  the  crop 
indicates  that  recovery  will  be  about  20  percent  below  normal.  The 
harvest  of  the  Louisiana  crop  was  late  in  starting  and  sugar  production 
during  October  totaled  about  60,000  tons  as  compared  to  183,000  tons 

during  OctQb.ei:  1963.  Because  of  the  late  start,  Louisiana  sugar  pro- 
duction is  not  expected  to  be  completed  until  January.    Louisiana  proc- 
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essors  have  1964  marketing  allotments  totaling  about  420,000  tons  for 
new  crop  sugar  to  be  marketed  before  December  31  if  the  sugar  be- 
comes available. 

There  was  no  change  in  estimated  sugarcane  production  in  Florida  from 
the  high  level  shown  in  the  previous  crop  report. 

Sugarbeet  production  showed  an  overall  reduction  of  468,000  tons  from 
the  October  1  estimate.  Most  of  the  decrease  was  in  Idaho,  Colorado 
and  Minnesota  but  the  California  estimate  was  increased.  Total  sugar- 
beet  production  was  estimated  at  24,168,000  tons  or  about  3  percent 
above  last  year's  record  crop. 

Hawaiian  sugar  production  totaled  1,148,000  tons  through  November  7, 
1964  with  about  10  mills  still  producing.  This  production  exceeds  the 
previous  record  of  1,140,000  tons  of  sugar  produced  in  1955. 

There  were  no  changes  in  wholesale  list  prices  for  refined  sugar  during 
the  month  of  October  and  during  the  first  10  days  of  November.  How- 
ever, the  actual  selling  price  is  considerably  below  those  shown  be- 
cause of  contracts  entered  into  for  delivery  during  the  balance  of  the 
year.  As  aji  example,  cane  sugar  refiners  have  contracted  to  sell  in- 
dustrial sugar  at  9.  25  cents  a  pound  in  the  Northeast  or  0.35  cent  below 
the  quotation.

The  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  at  New  York  averaged  6.27  cents  per 
pound  during  October  1964  and  for  the  first  ten  months  of  the  year  av- 
eraged 7.01  cents  per  pound.  From  November  4  through  November  10, 
the  price  has  been  at  6.16  cents  per  pound.  The  average  raw  sugar 
price  from  June  through  October  averaged  0.35  cent  less  than  the  price 
reference  in  the  Sugar  Act  and  from  November  4  through  November  10 
was  0.45  cent  below  that  point.
